AUGUSTA, Nov. 25 — President 
Eisenhower promised Thursday 
that the United States government 
will work “resolutely and tireless- 
ly” to obtain the release of 13 
Americans who have been sen- 
tenced to prison terms by the Chi- 
nese Communists. 

The President made his pledge in 
a personal Thanksgiving Day mes- 
sage of sympathy and hope to the 
families of the prisoners. 

In a telegram to their wives and 
parents, Eisenhower expressed his 
sympathy to them and his assur- 
ance that the United States already 


is using “every feasible means” to 
free the 13 Americans.

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McKay Is, Indeed, 
A Self-Made Man! 


Secretary of Interior McKay, damn- 
ing all forms of public power, scoffing 
at social security theories, thumped his 
breast before a dinner meeting in New 
York and praised himself in a manner 
reminiscent of a story about a great 
editor. 


It Was said of Horace Greeley that he 
was “a self-made man: who worshiped 


* his creator.” 


Mr. McKay spoke of social security 
as “hog wash” and decried the security 
of the citizen as a primary responsibility 


“of government. His manner, as reported, 


indicated that never in all Mr. McKay’s 
life has it occurred to him that he might 
be wrong. Truths, full-born, leaped from 
his mouth as Minerva sprang full-born 
from the forehead of Zeus. And, quite 
obviously, anyone who differs with Mr. 
McKay is a fool. 


The middle of the roaders, who sin- 
cerely believe there is a place for public 
power—as Mr. McKay’s own West dem- 
onstrates, and as TVA does for the South- 
east—are wicked, pinkish Socialists 
preaching a doctrine which will, destroy 
the country. 


The conservationists of the nation are 
convinced that Mr. McKay means to give 
away the national parks, and the great 
natural resources of the nation. They en- 
vision neat plaques informing the trav- 
eler that once the Yellowstone National 
Park was in that area. On eroded areas 
where national forests were cut, adequate 
billboards would proclaim that once a na- 
tional forest stood there. 


But, we believe the future will take 
care of Sec. McKay and his _ ideas, 
which seem to total up to the point that 
the business of government somehow 
doesn’t involve people and their welfare 
in any degree whatsoever.

Selling Is One Thing, 
Buying Is Yet Another 


Competitive bidding versus negotiated 
contracts was the subject of a lot of dis- 
cussion in the speeches leading up to the 
Democratic primary, last September. 


The candidates for governor nearly all 
pledged allegiance to competitive bidding 
in the matter of state purchases. Under 
this system the state makes its wants 
known. Those who would supply them 
then submit sealed bids. 

Contracts then are awarded to the 
lowest bidder who meets the specifications 
of the articles desired by the state. 

- In this way the state gets the most for 
iis money. The “scheming businessmen 
and negotiating road contractors” who 
figured so prominently in campaign ora- 
fory are then left out in the cold. 

* Gov.-elect Marvin Griffin recently 
stated that he stands for competitive bids 
in sales as well. He referred to a pro- 
posed $40,000,000 issue of revenue certif- 
jcates which the State School Building 
Authority may sell to an investment syn- 
dicate by negotiated agreement. 

' The theory of competitive bids for 
sales as well as purchases is splendid. 
However the money market is a delicate 
and complicated thing. There are some 
times when bonds and revenue certifi- 
cates can be sold to better advantage by 
negotiation than by competitive bidding. 
The size of the issue, the maturity sched- 
ule, the quality of the issue, and such 
intangibles.as the segregation question and 
the conditions of the market all enter into 
the determination of which is the better 
method. 

Selling obligations of state authori- 
ties is one thing. Buying goods for state 
institutions is yet another. In most trades 
the buyer holds the whip hand over the 
seller. 

All Georgia trusts that the governor- 
élect feels as strongly about competitive 
bidding in state purchases as he does in 
the matter of the sale of revenue certif- 
icates of the school building authority.

Cities Get Green Light 


For Slum Clearance 


Georgia cities can proceed safely now 
with plans for municipal slum clearance. 
The decision of the Supreme Court that 
federal and state Jegislatures have broad 
powers to authorize redevelopment of 
slum areas virtually assures the constitu- 
tionality of such measures under the re- 
cently adopted amendment to the state 
constitution authorizing such activities. 

The court held, in a‘unanimous deci- 


: go. that cities have the right to buy 


down property for slum clearance and 
fo sell it to private developers. 
* Plans of ‘Atlanta and other Georgia 
«ities to undertake such projects had 
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tied in with the rights of property owners. 
The latter, too, is very often the reason 
for the difficulty in clearing them out. 
Owners of the slum properties derive 
small revenue from them and are unwill- 
ing to improve them, sell them of destroy 
them. Left to deteriorate progressively, 
slum area properties become menaces to 
health, life and general community wel- 
fare. 


While fully respecting the rights of 
property owners, a few individuals should 
not be permitted to hold back progress of 
an entire community. That was the intent 
of the Georgia law and it was a progres- 
sive move. 


We must be fair to owners of this 
property, but at the same time the slums 
must go.

Automobile Makers Urged 
To Stress Safety Not Speed 


If you want to get a statistical picture of the motor vehicle’s 
impact on American life, an excellent place to look is in the booklet 
Automobile Facts and Figures, published annually by the Automo- 


bile Manufacturers’ Association. 


The motorcar’s role in the nation’§ economy is indicated by such 
figures as the following, taken from the 1954 booklet just published: 


Thirteen billion dollars was 


loaned to individuals in 1953 for 
purchase of motor vehicles for per- 
sonal use. 


Automotive replacement parts 
and accessories sold in the United 
States were valued at $1,900,000- 
000 last year. 

Six billion dollars in special 
taxes was paid by highway users. 

Insurance premiums paid by mo- 
tor vehicle owners exceed $3,600,- 
000,000 annually. 

Six billion dollars will be spent 
on highway construction and main- 
tenance this year. 


Production of motor vehicles in 
the United States last year exceed- 
ed 7,323,000 units, with a value of 
more than $11,000,000,000. Three- 
fourths of the world’s passenger- 
car production is in the United 
States, 


Other figures indicate the tre- 


mendous role the motor vehicle 


plays in all aspects of American 
life. We have 58,000,000 motor ve- 
hicles, while all the rest of the 
world combined has only 25,000,000. 

Here are some other statistical 
tidbits: About 30 per cent of all 
school children ride to school in 
buses; 35,000,000 families, or 70 per 
cent of the total number of fami- 
lies, in the United States own auto- 


cent; batteries, 22 per cent, and 
ignition, 14 per cent. 

Unfortunately, too, the motor ve- 
hicle is subject to misuse. A chart 
on the last page of the booklet 
shows that while traffic deaths per 
100,000,000 miles traveled hit an 
all-time low last year (7.1), the ac- 
tual number of deaths was up, to 
approximately 38,300. 

Perhaps one way that this num- 
ber could be reduced would be for 
automobile manufacturers to give 
a little more thought to developing 
new safety features and a little 
less to building more power and 
speed into the vehicles,

One day he found 
her with another man and he killed 
that man.

The long arm of the law found 
him, tried him and sentericed him 
to death. He was hung in disgrace. 
The widowed mother went back 
again to sewing shrouds, her 
dreams broken. She faced’the dull, 
gray walls of her prison of loneli- 
ness, desolation and disdppointe 
ment.

Knowland vs. Ike 
On F oreign Policy 


WASHINGTON—Even before the new Con- 
gress has convened, the Republican leader of the 
Senate, William F. Knowland of California, is 


beginning to prove that one of the principal Democratic campaign 


slogans was right. 


The slogan was that at many vital points a Democratic Congress 
would give more support than A Republican Congress to President 


Eisenhower. 

It would seem to be reasonable 
Republican strategy to give the 
Democrats time to perform on 
their own promise. 

But not Sen. Kncwland. He 
couldn’t wait until the special cen- 
sure session was over to launch an 
attack on the defense and foreign 
policy of his party’s President 
and secretary of state.. Here, it 
seems to me, is the picture: ; 

1. Mr. Knowland is continually 
using his position as party spokes- 
man in the Senate to: generate ‘op- 
position to the administration’s 
foreign policy. It is difficult to see 
how the President or the Repub- 
lican party can let this go on much 
longer ,and expect the country to 
look upon the Republican party as 
a coherent and stable instrument 
of government. 

2. The heart of Mr. Knowland’s 
attack on the Eisenhower policy 
is that it is too conciliatory toward 
Russia and that the President is 
not telling the country where his 
policy is headed. But Mr. Know- 
land, while calling for firmness 
toward Moscow, does not take his 
own advice and “take the Ameri- 
can people into his confidence’’ by 
frankly spelling out what his idea 
of ‘“‘firmness’’ involves. 

3. Sen.: Knowland, in my book, 
is absolutely sincere, straight-for- 
ward and honorable in his convic- 
tions. There isn’t a devious strain 
in his character. He isn’t. playing 
politics; he isn’t maneuvering for 
a better place in the presidential 
spectrum. This is what makes it 
the more inexplicable that he 
should think it proper to use the 
megaphone of his role as adminis- 
tration Senate leader to expound 


his personal anti-administration 
foreign policy views. 
Sen. Knowland, in effect, in- 


vites Democratic leaders of the 

Senate to undertake a full-length 

irivestigation of administration for- 

eign oe ahd to summon the

Council an@ the Joirit Chiefs of 
Staff before executive and, or pub- 
lic hearings to explain themselves. 

I can recall no period in Wash- 
ington when a President has not 
been able to rely substantially on 
the official leadership .of his party 
to expound administration policy. 
There was one short-lived break 
between the Democratic majority 
leader, Sen. Alben Barkley, and 
President. Roosevelt.’ 

What makes that precedent sig- 
nificant is that before attacking 
Mr. Roosevelt’s veto of a tax bill, 
Sen. Barkley resigned his post 
as majority leader. He did not use 
his position as majority leader to 
attack his own party’s adminis- 
tration. 

Clearly, we must bé ready to 
defend against “nibbling aggres- 
sion.’” We must not think that So- 
viet talk of ‘‘co-existence’’ means 
that the Kremlin is giving up its 
hopes of world domination. We 
don’t. want to invite war but we 
mustn't be afraid of war because 
fear is the stepping stone to ap- 
peasement which is the stepping 
stone to defeat. 

My own judgment is that the 
Eisenhower-Dulles foreign policy 
tests upon these promises. If Sen. 
Knowland wants to persuade 
the country that it does not, can 
he in good conscience serve as 
Republican leader of the Senate?
